Melbourne, July ith — After the de- 
feat of the Duffy' Government Mr, 
Francis suoeeedod in forming a Minis- 
try. It was expected, throughout tho 
country, that they would not succeed 
in obtaining reelection, and to insuro 
thoirdefei.t tho Boman Catholic Bishop 
issued a "ijastorul letter," exhorting 
Catholics to vote against Francis and 
his colleagues. There were several 
riots prior to the election, and it Avas 
thought that tho assistance of the millit 
tary would be required on tho jiolling 
day. The clerical exhortation had just 
tho opposite elYect to that intended, 
and tho Government wero^ v^tured by a 
large majority. The Bishop has since 
1 ojii Bevorely hauled o\e t .o coals by 
the press.
